in Crook and Klamath Counties. 

“T reported favorably on some of the 
titles and did not think others were 
sound. I do not remember now what 
proportion of the titles I examined were 
to land in the counties mentioned. 

“IT was employed on a salary and ha 

no interest in the deals the compan: 
made. I did not make any of the en- 
tries for the land—all that had been 
done long before. I did not buy any 
land myself. I do not now own any 
property in Oregon, and never have. 

“The charge that I.took part in any 
conspiracy to defraud the Government 
out of land is absurd. I am absolutely 
confident nothing will come of the in- 
dictment.’’

SUCH EMBALMERS AS 
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The men who step in after the doctor 
gets through—the undertakers—are in 
convention in St. Louis. The opening 
session of a three days’ convention 0: 
the Missouri Funera] Directors’ Asso 
ciation was held Monday in the Furni 
ture Exposition Building, Fourteenti. 
and Locust streets. 

All the combined knowledge of the 
ancient Egyptians on the subject of 
embalming was inconsequential com- 
pared with what these Missouri under- 
takers and embalmers know. George 
Ade and his traveling guide-book, Mr. 
Peasley, saw the handicraft of the an- 
cient embalmers. They saw mummies 
that were once rulers of Egypt. They 
were well preserved, but, say the Mis- 
souri undertakers, the work was not to 
be cormmpared with the embalming prac- 
ticed in this State today. 

‘“Wait,’’ they say, ‘for a couple of 
thousand years and see how much bet- 
ter preserved then are the bodies being 
embalmed now than those the Egyptian 
put away.” Those who are unwilling 
to. wait that long must accept the state- 
ment without the proof. 

They Don’t Look the Part, 


The funeral directors gathered in the 
corridor of Hotel Jefferson before the 
meeting began. The group of smart 
looking business men standing in one 
corner would never be suspected of 
burying half of Missouri’s dead every 
year. Instead of lank figures in somber 
black, with fixed and sad gaze, were 
well fed men dressed in business suits, 
in many cases showing fashions pre- 
vailing stripe. Ties varying in shade 
from lavender to red made the contrast 
even more strong. 

No, the funeral directors at conven- 
tion do not “look the part.’’ They are 
not always following a casket to a 
grave. Indeed, a highball tastes as good 
to them as to other men. 

“Sorry we haven't a larger attend- 
ance,”’ said one of the advance guard 
in the hotel corridor. ‘‘But you see 
this ‘is a bad time of the year’’—he 
meant a good time—‘'because many per- 
sons die at this season, and the under- 
taker’s best customers need their atten- 
tion at home. They can’t possibly get 
away; there’s no way to postpone events 
in our business. 

“Speaking about the Egyptians,”’ con- 
tinuel the speaker, ‘‘they didn’t know 
so much about embalming as present 
day folks think. A hot, dry climate, 
combined with a limited skill, helped 
them out. 

“Our art, or science, if you prefer 
has become almost as perfect as that 
of photography.

“That's one redeeming feature of the 
business. The late Mr. So-and-so is 
oblivious to the fact that hé has in- 
curred a debt. If he dies poor, some one 
Starts a subscription and he gets decent 
burial. It would surprise most folks to 
know how many persons are buried 
where there is no compensation for the 
undertaker.”’

Repudiates Work of Rate Coa- 


lition Which He Formed 
Himself, 





By Wire From. the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 7.—President 
Roosevelt, over his own signature. has 
officially affirmed his complete surren- 
der to the railroad interests jn the mat- 
ter of rate legislation as provided for in 
the pending Hepburn bill. He also twice 
emphasized the fact that the basis of 
agreement on which the Republican 
factions will unite is the Allison amend- 

ment. 

‘In addition, he made it clear that the 
Jailey anti-injunction amendment, 
Which, with the Long limited court re- 
view amendment, formed the ground- 
work for a coalition between the Demo-., 
crats and the radical Republicans, 
which was organized by the President 
himself, do not meet his approval. He 
indicates that the Bailey-Long combi- 
nation never did have his indorsement, 
although it was definitely accepted and 
the coalition leaders worked for more 
‘than two weeks to make it effective. A 
conference of Democratic senators was 
held in pursuance of the agreement with 
the President. 

The letter emphasizes the complete 
abandonment by the President of the 
Democrats who have been working with 
him at his own request. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s announcement of his 
position is contained in the following 
letter given out at the White House: 

“W. F. Hill and members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, Pennsylvania State 
Grange, Harrisburg, Pa.—Teiegram re- 
ceived. I am happy to tell you that not 
only am I standing on my original po- 
sition as regards rate legislation, but 
it scems likely that Congress will take 
this position, too. The Hepburn bill 
meets my views, as I have from the be- 
ginning stated. The Allison amendment 
is Only declaratory of what the Hepburn 
bill must mean, supposing it to be con- 
stitutional, and no genuine friend of the 
bill can object to it without stultify- 
ing. 

“In addition, I should be glad to get 
certain amendments, such as those com- 
monly known as the Long and Overman 
amendments; but they are not vital, and 
even without them the Hepburn bill, 
with the Allison amednment, contains 
practically exactely what I have origi- 
nally and always asked for; and, enact- 
ed into law, it will represent the longest 
step ever taken in the direction of solv- 
ing the railway rate problem. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 
Allison Not the Author. 


Since the President announced verb- 
ally last Friday that he will accept the 
Allison amendment and permit the pass- 
age of the Hepburn bill without any 


further modifications, many of the radi- 
cal senators have refused to admit that 
his position was correctly indicated. 
They asserted that Senator Allison re- 
pudiated the authorship of the amend- 
ment and had no knowledge of it, and 
that the President still favored the 
Balley anti-injunction bill. 
Both of these contentions are now 
overthrown by the President's own 
words in writing. It is also shown that 
he advocates the Overman recommenda- 
tion, which requires five days’ notice to 
all parties before a temporary restrain- 
ing order is granted, and is much less 
drastic than the proposition advanced 
by Mr. Bailey. | 

The long fight tn the Sehate has been 
made by Senators Aldrich, Foraker, 
Elkins, Crane, Kean and their following, 
on the theory that the President irre- 
vocably opposed a broad judicial review 
amendment and that he favored limiting 
the power of the courts to grant inter- 
locutory degrees. The uselessness of 
this long struggle is shown when the 
President’s acceptance of the Allison 
amendment, providing for the broadest 
kind of judicial review yet suggested, 
with his rejection of the Bailey anti-in- 
unction amendment, leaves the Hep- 
urn bill precisely as the railroad sena- 
tors desired from the beginning. Even 
Mr. Foraker, who is oposed to any rate 
legislation, is willing to accept this so- 
lution and he believes it is the best ar- 
rangement that can be made. He thinks 
it will all be pronounced unconstitutional 
by the United States Supreme Court. 


Predict Agreement Today. 


Senators Dolliver, Clapp and their 
followers, who have not yet accepted 
the new Court of Appeals amendment.

TERRITORY HAS 
WEIRD TANGLE. 
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Recent Court Decision Keenly 
Felt Where Separation 
Mill Flourished. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., May .—Because of 
the 9-day divorce law which prevailed 
in Oklahoma until 1898, the recent deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme Court: 
on the divorce question has been re- 
ceived with especial interest here. It is 
the conservative opinion of lawyers here 
2000 Oklahoma divorces are 
annulled by the Supréme Court decision. 

With the exception of the Dakotas, 
Oklahoma did for years the biggest di- 
vorce business of any State or Territory 
in the Union, and all of the vy0-day 
divorces are, of course, Knocked out, if 
any question should be raised, together 
with all others in which both parties 
were not residents of the Territory. 

In the earlf days hundreds of wealthy 
Easterners flocked to the Oklahoma 
towns to take advantage of tHe divorce 
laws here, and many of them made 
things hum while they stayed. Guthrie 
and Oklahoma City did the biggest busi- 
ness in that line, Guthrie because it 
was the capital ang Oklahoma City be- 
eause of the record for speedy divorces 
made ty Judge Henry W. Scott, who 
was then on the bench in the Third 


District. 





One Judge's Record. 


It is said by attorneys who practiced | 
before him that the 0-day divorces 
granted by Judge Scott alone would run 
well up in the hundreds. Perry, New- 
kirk, Kinefisher and El Reno also got 
their share of the business. 

Probably the most prominent man 

ranted a divorce here during the short 
caaionee period was Col, Nathaniel Me- 
Kay of Washington, a politician, for 
many years an extensive shipbuilder 
and the owner of the Dewey Hotel at 
Washington. He was granted a divorce 
at Guthrie by Chief Justice _John H. 
Burford. He returned ‘5 Washington 
and remarried there, but died soon aft- 
erward. His property interests. amount- 
ing to at least $1,000,000, have since been 
tied up in the courts as a result of tas 
Oklahoma @ivorce, and will probably be 
materially affected by the recent deci- 
ares one time the divorce business got 
so heavy that the district courts were 
unable to take care of it, and to relleve 
the strain the probate judges were au- 
thorized to grant divorces.

Fierce Revolver Battle 
in Saloon. 





FOUR EMPTIED PISTOLS 


Threats Against Saloon-Keep- 
ers Terminated in Fatal 
Coming Together.

GREENSBURG, Ind., May 7.—In a 
desperate pistol duel at New Point, nine 
miles east of here, between Pleasant 
and Winfield Land on one side and Jeff 
ana Garfield Williams and William Bare 
on the other, the Land boys were killed 
and Jeff Williams was probably fatally 
injured.

VIENNA, May .—The following let- 
ter from a well-informed correspondent 
in Belgrade, who posted it at Semlin, on 
the other side of the Danube, as the 
Servian authorities are tampering with 
communications suspected of referring 
to the present critical state of affairs in 
that country, is a guide to the state of 
affairs in that country. 

“Events are moving rapidly to a crisis 
in Belgrade, and serious politicians are 
discussing how long King Peter will be 
allowed to occupy the throne. He is 
now absolutely without personal influ- 
ence in State politics, and wavers be- 
tween his support of the men who mur- 


dered King Alexander and Queen Draga 
and his duty to remove them from the 
high offices in the army which they con- 
tinue to hold. 

“If the King abdicates, tt may be 
taken almost for granted cnat the Crown 
Prince will not succeed him. Prince 
Waldemar of Dénmark is being men- 
tioned as a suitable occupant of the 
throne. 

“At present the regicides have the up- 
per hand, but the revolt against them 
in the press and throughout the army 
is growing stronger—a fact that they 
begin to realize. 


Death for Editors. 


“They are indeed being driven to the 
most desperate methods by the violence 
of the press. Capt. Novakovitch, the 


editor of the Fatherland, and the editor 
of Justice have received notices that 
they will be assassinated before the 
meeting of Parliament owing to their 
hostility to the regicide regime. 

“Some journalists have already been 
stabbed by ‘robbers,’ and others have 
been sent to prison or expelled from the 

country. I have received an anony- 
mous note from a ‘well-wisher,’ sug- 
gesting that my persona) safety mignat 
be consulted by a more favorable atti- 
tude toward the murderers of the late 
King and Queen, 

“At the next meeting of Parliament 
the Cabinet will be obliged either to 
throw in its lot with the regicides and 
resort to government by force, or to 
withdraw and leave the issue to be de- 
cided by the country. Ejther alterna- 
tive is-fraught with danger for the 


dynasty.”’ 
Crown Prince’s Troubles, 


In addition to these troubles of State, 
the Crown Prince is adding to his fa- 
ther’s worries as much as possfble by 
his conduct. 

The papers here are alluding to a 
young man who permits himself to do 
things without fear of consequences, be- 
cause the law would not punish him if 
he commits a wrong for which others 
would be punished. It is understood 
that the allusion is to the heir of the 
throne, who 1s spoken of as a libertine 
and unprincipled spendthrift. 

The latest scandal that has caused a 
great deal of comment about Prince 
George is his adventure with the wife 
of Col. Michailovici, the King’s attache. 
Col. Michailovici. who heard of these 
adventures, asked the King to transfer 
him to another city. The King complied 
with the officers requeat. Prince 
George, however, followed disguised as 
a petty officer.

New Battleship, May Be 
Court-Martialed. 








One Tug Collides With Strand- 
ed Vessel, Another Goes 
Aground.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Capt. Perry 
Garst, in command of the battleship 
Rhode Island, may be courtmartialed 
for running his ship aground. 
Rear Admiral Evans, in command of 
the Atlantic fleet, to which the Rhode 
Island is attached, will appoint a court 
of inquiry to look into the circum- 
stances surrounding the grounding of 
the battleship on York Spit, in Chesa- 
peake Bay, with a view to determining 
whether or not Capt. Garst or any other 
officer of the battleship shall be court- 
martialed for neglect of duty or gross 
carelessness. 
Capt. Garst is being criticised rather 
freely by the officers of the navy for 
running aground with his ship, one of 
the newest and best in the navy. There 
is much criticism because of the fact 
that so many of the vessels of the navy 
are run ashore in home waters. It As 
declared that there is no excuse for 
such accidents, as naval officers should 
be well-posted regarding the coasts and 
ports of the United States. | 
Capt. Garst. has been in the navy 
about forty-two years, but has seen 
only 20 years’ sea service. 


BATTLESHIP FLOATED; 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NORFOLK, Va., May 7.—The Rhode 
Island was floated last night, after _hav- 
ing been aground on the York Spit bar 
since Saturday morning. It was due to 
the efforts of four powerful naval tugs, 
the Uncas, Wahneta, Hercules and Mo- 
hawk, that the large warship was 
drawn from the sandbar. 

The United States cruiser Minneapolis 
stood by and saw the Rhode Island 
pulled from the shoal and would have 
assisted in getting her off but for her 
inability to get a hawser aboard the 
battleship. 

When the naval tugs reached the 
stranded warship: after a 30-mile run 
from the Norfolk navy yard, they found 
the Rhode Island’s bow high on the 
shoal at the eastern entrance to York 
River. Early Sunday morning . the 
cruiser Minneapolis endeavored to get a 
line aboard the Rhode Island’s stern, 
with the assistance of the naval tug 
Uncas. In maneuvering, the Uncas 
went close to the Rhode Island and car- 
risd away part of her rail. Later the 
Mohawk went aground alongside the 
Rhode Island while passing a hawser 
that vessel, but eventually got afloat. 

Efforts to float the Rhode Island at 
high tide Sunday morning did not move 
the vessel. At low tide the battleship 
was drawing 2% feet of water aft and 18 
forward. Water was pumped from the 
forward tanks, aft, and every piece of 
movable material was shifted from the 
forward part of the ship in the hope of 
lifting that quarter. 

At the high tide the tugs were suc- 
cessful. The Rhode, Island dropped 
anchor in the mouth of York River and 
will come to Hampton Roads today. It 
is believed that the course of the war- 
ship was laid too far eastward in enter- 
ing the York River. 

The extent of the injury to the ship is 
not known yet.

CHICAGO, May 1—‘‘Down with dirt. 
Make Chicago a spotless town,’”’ is the 
purport of a proclamation issued by 
Mayor Dunne, in which he thrusts upon 
himself the honor of municipal head 
housemaid and appoints Chicago’s 2,000,- 
000 citizens under-maids. May 7 has 
been fixed as the city’s housecleaning 
day and war is to be waged on every- 
thing from tincan heaps to accumulated 
dirt in unbeaten carpets. 

The Mayor is bossing the job and his 
orders are explicit: 

“Get busy. Beat carpets, gather gar- 
bage and see that it connects with the 
rubbish collector; make the school chil- 
dren clean the premises; have the 
housewife make her home spick and 
span. Teamsters must have tight wag- 
on boxes when hauling material that 
may sift through the pavement; there 
is to be no dirt in Chicago after May 7.” 
Special attention is called to the tin- 
can instructions. The measure is not 
designed in the interest of persecuted 
pups, but because all garbage is to be 
removed, along with the combustible 
refuse which carries a menace of dis- 
ease. Shiftless office boys, who scatter 
their morning sweepings in the streets, 
will hereafter burn the refuse, or their 
friends will hunt bail to keep them out 
of Jail.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—In the five 
months of the present session Con- 
Sress has passed 130 publics—bills of 
a general nature—and about 2250 pen- 
Sion bills. This promises to be a 
record session for many years, so far 
as pension legislation is concerned. 

At the long session of Congress two 
years ago approximately 1800 pension 
bills were enacted, and it has been a 
good many years since that record 
was exceeded. At the present session, 
however, that number has been passed 
already by more than 400, ang man? 
more pension measures are in sigh 
Most of these have been signed b; 
the President, and now are laws. It 
is likely he will sign 800 or 400 more 
this week. It is expected that the 
number of pension bills enacted at the 
erga session will approximate 

The President has not vetoed more 
than half a dozen bills at this session, 
and most of these dealt with new ju- 
dicial districts, created for the pur- 
pose of getting new judges, district. at- 
torneys and marshals. On the recom- 
mendation of the Denartment of Jus- 
tice that not many of these court bills 
Were necessary to the transaction of 
public business, the President vetoed 
them. No pension bills have been ve- 
toed, although the President has scru- 
tinized each one with care, as he does 
all bills.

Picturesque Kentuckian Gath- 
ered Fortune Collecting Tolls 
in Bluegrass Region,

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 1.—The ill- 
ness of Col. W. W. Baldwin at Mays- 
ville, better known as ‘““Turnpike King’”’ 
3aldwin, may remove one of Kentucky’s 
best-known and wealthiest citizens, and 
a famous character. 

Col. Baldwin made his fortune in deal- 
ing in Kentucky turnpikes in the Blue- 
grass region, and was a picturesque 
character as he made his trips over his 
pikes collecting his tolls from his toll- 
houses, driving a span of blooded horses 
to a fine vehicle. 

After the toligate raiders of 1896-7 
tore away his gates he was one of the 
moving spirits in securing the passage 
of the anti-tollgate raiders’ law, by 
which troops were placed at the gates 
and the cost assessed against the coun- 
ty. Col. Baldwin possessed hundreds of 
acres of fine farm lands in the Blue- 
grass region and acquired an _ estate 
worth more than half a million dollars.

~~ HE little matter of a 2-cent post- 

q| age stamp is causing Pension 

Agent E. D. Coe and 23 veterans 

in various parts of Minnesota, as well 

as B. A. Man, a notary public of Wi- 

nona, Minn., and the United States Pen- 

sion Department, untold! trouble and 
worry. 

During the recent quarterly distribu- 
tion of pensions, Agent Coe received by 
mail a@ package containing 23 vouchers 
executed and forwarded by B. A. Man 
of Winona, Minn., a notary public. The 
package was marked “insufficient post- 
age,”’ and Mr. Coe had to make up the 
deficiency, which was 2 cents. 

According to the instruction of the 
pension department, Mr. Coe sent the 
notary public printed notice of the fact 
of insufficient postage. These notices 
are provided. by the department and con- 
tain a printed notice to the effect that 
the vouchers will not be returned until 
the shortage of the postage has been 
made good. 

This notice aroused the ire of Mr. 
Man of Winona, Minn., and he pro- 
ceeded to do things. 

Wrote to Congressman. 

Letters were written to each of the 
two Senators from Minnesota, a8 well as 


one to each Congressman from _ that 
State, calling attention to what was 
styled “this disgraceful law.’ Besides 
this Mr. Man wrote a personal letter to 
President Roosevelt on the subject, as 


ee ' 


well as one to the head of the Pension 
Department. telling of the manner in 
which the pension vouchers of 23 vet- 
erans were being held up for a 2-cent 
postage stamp and asking that some- 
thing be done. He wrote to every one 
nearly, except Mr. Coe. 

Within a day or two Agent Coe at 
Milwaukee began to hear from all of 
these actions. The first time the mat- 
ter was called to his attention was when 
he found a letter in his personal mail 
from a hotelkeeper in Minneapolis, who 
enclosed a stamp and asked that the 
vouchers be forwarded to the old sol- |; 
diers aforesaid. The landlord said that 
he had heard of the affair from a vet- 
eran and was willing to step into the 
breach with the stamp. 

_ Coe Gets Many Stamps. 

This was but the forerunner of other 
letters of like tenure, as the incident 
was told in newspapers, and each new 
one contained a 2-cent stamp. Some ot 
the writers told Mr. Coe what they 
thought of him and others told him 
what opinion they held regarding the 
Pension Department as a whole. Others, 
whose natures were not contented with 
Such a narrow view, expressed in lan- 
guage more forceful than elegant their 
Opinion of the niggardliness of the entire 
United States Government. 

One of the results of this wholesale 
bombardment by letter of the Milwau- 
kee pension agent is that Mr. Coe is 
seriously considering the advisability of 
engaging an extra clerk merely to an- 
swer the letters and return the stamps. 
Mr. Coe is also engaged in a serious 
calculation as to how much it is going 
to cost him to pay postage on all these 
return letters. “A tempest in a tea- 
pot,” said Mr. Coe, “is nothing com- 
pared with a cyclone over a postage 
stamp.”’

In spite of the fact that two 32-caliber 
bullets shattered the top of his skull 
and are now lodged in his brain, he was 
able to eat a nearty meal a short time 
afterward, and sat up in a carriage 
while being driven the eight miles to 
this city, where a vain attempt was 
made to locate the bullets with an X-ray 
machine. 

On the top of his head is a large 
wound, but he says that he feels no 
pain, though his lower limbs are com- 
pletely paralyzed. He sat upon the doc- 
tor’s operating table and calmly told 
the story of his attempt to take his life. 
He said that he fired one bullet into his 
brain, but the only result he noticed 
was his eyes grew a little dim. Seeing 
that one shot would not kill him, he 
fired the second, which had little imme- 
diate effect. 

Leech owns an ®-acre farm and has 
no financial troubles. Four years ago he 
suffered a sunstroke, and since then he 
has at times been troubled with his 
head, and at such times has expressed 
an irresistible desire to kill himself. 

He says now he has no desire what- 
ever to dle, but is anxious to get well. 
When told that serious complications 
might result from his wounds he calmly 
made arrangements for the conduct of 
his farm and for the welfare of his wife 
and then told the doctors to go ahead 
with their operation.

APPEAL TO THE COUNCIL 





Ask That Lake Be Drained So 
That Frogs Will Have 
to Move. 


The organization of a Bullfrog Choral 
Society and its nightly practices has all 
but wrecked the nerves of the residents 
of Alta Sita, the most fashionable resi- 
dence section of Bast €t. Louis. The 
society has a larger membership than 
any other musical organization west of 
the Wabash and the lung power of the 
members is something weird and awful. 

Hardly does the sun sink behind the 
smoky outlines of St. Louis when the! 
bullfrogs begin tuning up. 

**Rub-ub-ber boots! Rub-ub-ber boots' 
Rub-ub-ber boo-oo0-oots,’” growl the 
bassos. Perhops they are voicing one 
of the needs of life in their swampy 
homes, perhaps the words offer the best 
opportunity for swelling their chests, or 
May be they are announcing the prepar- 
ations they intend to make before cali- 
ing on their neighbors. 

This last suggestion seems most 
likely, for immediately a warning cry 
is heard repeated and emphasized as 
if coming from a thousand throats, 

“You'll drown! You'll drow-ow-own!"” 
is heard from every quarter. 


Youth Brings Restlessness. 


This danger is derided by the frogs 
with the tenor voices. Perhaps they 
know what they are talking about, but 
it is more likely that their youth makes 
— reckless. Those tenors pipe up 

“Knee deep! Knee deep! Knee 
deep! This is repeated without inter- 
mission until interrupted by the com- 
bined efforts of the bassos yelling, 
‘Rub-ub-ber boots!’’ and ‘You'll drow- 
own” in chorus. 

All night long this clash of ideas and 
noise continues. The bullfrogs enjoy it:

The Alta Sitans sleep at night— 
or did sleep then until the frogs invad- 
ed the neighborhood and prevented 
such slumbering. 

Residents of Alta Sita and Denver- 
side have signed a petition which will 
be presented to the East St. Louis City 
Council asking that the lowlands in the 
vicinity of Pittsburg Lake be drained. 

Careful estimates made by residents of 
Alta Sita place the number of hullfrogs 
at 8,000,000. There may be a dozen or 
two more, but n esident of Alta Sita 
will admit that t number is less. So 
far as is known not one of the frogs has 
suffered from bronchitis at any time 
this spring, and if one has had a cold 
that prevented his choral practice, he 
has furnished a substitute, for not one 
has been missed. 

Pittsburg Lake Overflowed. 

During the recent rise in the river, 
Pittsburg Lake, adjoining Bast St. Lou- 
is, backed up and overflowed Missouri 
avenue, and filled up numerous low 
places. The heavy rains of early spring 
also aided in filling up manv ditches in 
that vicinity.

It is the basic virtue 
upon which you may build others. 
But if this figure of justice were to 
move through the whole world. It 
would find many who have forgotten 
its name and are deficient in its nrac- 
tice, I fear that in the marts of trade 
that figure would have a position 
similar to Chgist’s in the temple, lash- 
ing the buyers and traders there.”

for the name of the “cowardly scoun-

He exhibited the postal. It was anony- 
mous and the part not quoted in the 
advertisement was even more scurrii- 
ous. The card was a top layer on a 
stack of similar cards. 

“T am aware,” said Kruger, “that the 
act recently passed by the Legislature 
making it a felony to use the name or 
title of a secret society with intent to 
create a membership in a bogus organ- 
ization is directed at me. Such legisla- 
tion and this collection of cards are al- 
lied literature. As regards both, my im- 
munity is complete, and in tranquility 1 
gay let them come on. 

“They say my lodges are clandestine, 
to which I reply, ‘Once a Mason, al- 
ways a Mason,’ is one of the landmarks 
of Ancient Free and Accepted Masonry. 
Such a thing as an expelled Mason is 
a fiction of the modern Masonic order, 
and about as meaningless and ineffective 
as King Canutes command to the sea 
to roll back. ae Le 

‘As regards the separate State juris- 
dictions, about which so great cavail has 
been raised, I further assert that such 
boundaries have been heretofore aligned 
as a matter of courtesy between the 
grand lodges of the several States. No 
such bounds or limits are a matter of 
Masonic law, right or privilege.

MAN'S THROAT CUT 
WITH NEW RAZOR 


August Derkins, Painter, Re- 
moved Articles Which 
Would Identify Him. 


The man who took his life by 
slashing his throat with a razor Sun- 
day afternoon, after carefully removing 
all marks on his clothing that would 
point to his identity, was identified at 
the Morgue Monday morning as August 
Derkins, @ painter, 62 years of age, and 
a member of Local Union 115. 

William Kemp, business agent of that 
union, called at the Morgue and identi- 
fied the body, telling the Morgue Super- 
intendent that he didn’t know where 


Derkins had been living of late. Kemp 
said the only relative of Derkins that 
he knew of was a brother in Milwaukee. 
The union will take charge of the fu- 
neral arrangements, Kemp said. 

The body of a gray-haired man, 50 
years old, almost decapitated with a 
razor, is awaiting identification at the 
Morgue. The police at first suspected 
murder, but have abandoned that the- 
ory for suicide. 

The razor with which the man’s throat 
was cut was new. There was no shav- 
ing mug or brush in the room at 2622 
North Ninth street, where hs was 
found, and it is believed the razor was 
bought expressly for eutting his throat. 
In a trousers pocket was found $62.16. 

The laundry marks had been removed 
from: the man’s clothing and a pile of 
ashes in the fireplace ehowed where let- 
ters and papers by which-he might have 
been identified had apparently been 
burned just before death. 

The man had occupied a room at the 
house since April 23. Mrs. Minnie Lind- 
say, who conducts the place, says she 
never rearned his name or business. All 
his clothes, some of them old, bore the 
mark of a St. Louis firm. Mrs. Lind- 
say called Policeman Mason Saturday 
night and had him enter the room. He 
found the man, fully clothed, lying in 
the center of the floor. City Hosvita!l 
physicians say the wound fn his throat, 
beginning with a very: deep hole on the 
right side, could not have been self-in- 
flicted by a sane man. Mrs. Lindsay 
says her lodger never gave any indi- 
cation of insanity. 

The man was 6 feet tall, weighed 180 
pounds, wore a No. 10 shoe, black 
striped trousers, blue checked shirt and 
brown vest.

Separation of Church and State 
Is Strongly Approved 
by France. 








COUNT BONI RE-ELECTED 





Juares, the Socialist, Wins, and 
Boni Castellane’s Brother 
Stanislas Loses. 


PARIS, May 7.—The election results 
today show inereasing Government 
gains. The ministry of the interior gives 
the gains at 35 and the losses at 11, ora 
net gain of 24 seats. The effect of this 
is to give the “‘bloc,”’ or groups support- 
ing the Government in the Chamber of 
Deputies, 243 votes, ainst a total vote 
of 146 for the opposition groups. The 
governmental left, therefore, appears to 
be assured of a majority of about 100. 
There remain over 150 districts in which 
second ballots will be necessary. 

Among the prominent men elected are 
former Foreign Minister Delcasse, for- 
mer Premier Ribot, War Minister Eti- 
enne, Minister of Marine Thomson, for- 
mer Minister of the Interior Dubief, 
Count Boni de Castellane, the Marquis 
de Dion, Minister of Public Works Par- 
thou, Minister of Agriculture Ruau, 
Jean Leon Jaures, the ialist. leader; 
Baudry d’Asson, Premier Sarrien and 
Paul Deschanel, former President of the 
“Chamber of Deputies. 

Included in the number of new depu- 
ties are M. Leroy-Beaulieu, the politica] 
economist, and Maurice Barres, the 
academician. 


Bont'’s Brother Beaten. 


The defeated candidates include M. 
Bos, chairman of the Budget Commit- 
tee; Count Stanislas de Castellane, 
brother of Count Boni de Castellane, 
and Former Premier Fiourens. 

Two picturesque characters, Col. Mar- 
chand and M. Deroulede, require second 
ballots in their districts. 

The separation of church from state, 
which has recently been causing riots 
in the taking of inventories, was strong- 
ly approved. Even Brittany, which is a 
stronghold of the church, elected §So- 
cialists over Clericals. Viscount Pos- 
coat, whdse family has been represented 
in Parliament from time immemorial, 
has been defeated by a radical Socialist. 

The French people, as a_ whole, 
want peace, domestic and_ foreign. 
They became convinced during the 
past few days that the present re- 
gime was the best available means 
to this end: hence they rallied to its 
support. 

All the persons arrested recently 
for connection with the alleged Roy- 
alist plot against the security of the 
republic have been provisionally re- 
leased.

Walters, wife of John R. Waters, bank- 
er and fire insurance man, killed her 
daughter, Agatha, 22 years old, and her- 
self at 2 o'clock at the Waters home, 

144 West Seventy-sixth street. 

There were three daughters in the 
family, Ruth, Agatha and Grace. 
Agatha occupied a room on the second 
floor, as did Mr. and Mrs. Waters. 

As nearly as can be ascertained, Mrs. 
Waters rose from her bed when the 
others of the family were slumbering, 
entered her daughter's room and killed 
‘her as she lay asleep. 

She fired only one shot at her daugh- 
ter, the bullet penetrating her skull and 
apparently causing instant death. 

The shot aroused the household. Mr. 
Waters sprang from his bed just in 
time to see the white-robed figure of his 
wife glide into the hall. He ran toward 
her, not knowing what had occurred, 
and thinking burglars had been dis- 
covered in the house. 

Before Mr. Waters could reach the 
door leading into the hall he was 
Startled by a second shot, followed by 
a scream and the fall of a-body. It 
was Mrs. Waters ending her own life 
with the revolver. | " 


Grace and Ruth had hurried down- 
stairs, as had the servants. One of the 
servants ran across the street for Dr. 
Ralph A. Stewart. — 


Hoth Died Instantly. 


| Dr. Stewart arrived five minutes after 
He gaid that death had 
resulted almost instantly in both cases. 


The horrified members of the family 
begged him to spare nothing in a vain 
hope that a spark of life might vet re- 
main, and that there might be hope of 
saving of either mother or daugrter, but 
the doctor said it was useless. 

Dr. Stewart notified the Coroner's of- 
fice and the police. Sergt. Stephanson 
of the West Sixty-eighth Street Station 
dispatched policemen and detectives to 
the house. hey learned that Mrs. Wa- 
ters had committed murder and suicide 
with her husband's loaded revolver, 
which was on his bureau, where he was 
in the habit of keeping it at all times

Mrs. Waters was 530 vears old, and so 
far as the police could learn had been 
in good health for some time past.

Was Boarding a Car. 


Mrs. Shamp was standing on the 
north pavement waiting for a west- 
bound Market street car. She was 


about six feet behind the machine. 

When the Market street car stopped 
at her signal the back platform was 
not more than three feet behind the 
Tear Wheels of the automobile, a 
powerful four-cylinder, heavy touring 
car. Between the street car and the 
automobile there was two feet space. 

Mrs. Shamp had her left hand on the 
rail and her right foot on the step 
when the chauffeur suddenly put on 
the reverse power and his machine 
backed quickly. 

As it backed it swerved towards the 
car and before Mrs. Shamp could heed 
the cries of warning from the passen- 
bers on the rear platform the end of 
a tonneau had struck her right shoul- 
er. 

The force of the blow swung the wom- 
an completely around, her left leg act- 
ing as a pivot. As she fell on her right 
side the rear wheel passed over her left 
leg, snapping it between the knee and 
ankle, and then came down on her right 
ankle, severely spraining it. 

The screams of Mrs. Shamp aroused 
passengers and they hurried out of the 
car. Within two minutes there was an 
excited crowd around the scene, and 
threatening remarks were being made 
by spectators. 

Meanwhile the chauffeur had stopped 
his machine as suddenly as he had 
started. Confused by the screams of 
Mrs. Shamp and the threats of the 
crowd, he started his machine forward, 
while Mrs. Shamp was still lying with 
her feet between the front and rear 
wheels. 

The machine was brought to a stop 
in time to keep the rear wheels from 
passing over Mrs. Shamp. 


She Heard No Warning. 


“The chauffeur gave no warning,”’ 
said Mrs. Shamp. ‘The first I kenw of 
the backing of the machine was when 
it struck me in the shoulder and whiried 
me under the wheels. 

“The rear wheel passed over both my 
legs. The pain was terrible. When I 
saw the machine being started again, I 
looked up at the chauffeur as [ lay on 
my back and begged him not to run 
over me again. 

Policeman Rogers, who picked the 
injured woman up, arrested the chanaf- 
feur. Then he placed Mrs. Shamp in 
the auto and sitting beside the chauf- 
feur, took her to the City Dispensary. 
Tirere she was given temporary treat- 
ment. Later she was removed to her 
home. 

Mr. Lambert arrived on the scene of 
accident before Mrs. Shamp was taken 
to the Dispensary.. He got into the auto 
and accompanied the policeman and 
chauffeur to the Dispensary.

MARRYING JUSTICE, 
BEATEN IN PRIMARY. 
CONDEMNS ELOPERS 





Judge Greensfelder, the famous marry- 
ing Justice of Clayton, having failed to 
win a renonination, will soon cease his 
ministrations as first aid to the love- 
sick, and will retire to end his days in 
peace and in the enjoyment of the in- 
come to be derived from wedding fees 
that have been invested in profitable 
property. 

Judge Greensfelder was first elected 
in 1894, and he is now completing his 
third term of four years. During this 
time he has performed the marriage 
ceremony more than 5000 times, and his 
fees from this source have been nearly 
$1000 a vear. The statutory fee is $2, 
and this is the sum usually paid, though 
oceasionally a gallant swain insists on 
paying $$ or $10 “for luck,” or as a 
testimonial to the worth of his bride. 

Probabiy one-third of the couples who 
have sought Judge Greensfelder’s aid 
were elopers. No record has been kept 
on which a more accurate’ estimate 
could be based, but this proportion is 
considered conservative. 

Judge Greensfelder, looking back on 
his long career as a tyer of matrimoniai 
knots, is able to suggest changes from 
the marriage customs now in vogue, 
which, he thinks, would be beneficial. 
“Ido not believe that justices of the 
peace should be permitted to perform 
marriages,’ hessaid Monday. “I have 
not formed this opinion since my de- 
feat. Indeed, I do not take the defeat 
to heart, as I became a candidate for 
renomination at the solicitation oi 
friends. I was willing to rest, ang 1 
feit that I had been a _ justice long 
enough. But my friends wanted me to 
run again, and I consented. I lost and 
now I can retire without any feelings 
of regret, either at my fai-ure or for 
refusal to do as my friends asked. 

Leave It to Clergy. 

“But 1 really believe that the per- 
forming of the marriage ceremony 
should be placed entirely in the hands of 
clergymen. There is no sanctity about 
a marriage performed in a dingy office 
by a magistrate. Of course the cere- 
mony. is legal and ail that, but it is 
not impressive. Young men and girls 
find it entirely too easy to go into an 
office and come Out man and wife. 

‘Ministers would be able to add sol- 
emnity and sanctity to the ceremony. 
Candidates. for matrimony might look 
upon the institution as more important, 
they might realize that they were en- 
tering into life relations or into rela- 
tions that should be for life. But wed- 
dings performed in a Magistrate's of- 
fice, with spittoons on the floor, loafers 
sitting around and with the other usual 
accompaniments of such ceremonies 
are, to my mind, open to criticism.

FARTH SPLIT 2 
MILES BY QUAKE 


Chasm Near Bolinas Bay, Cal, 
Is Hundreds of Feet 
Deep. 


FEARFUL RUIN WROUGHT 








Witenss Says Truth, If Told, 
Would “Give State a 
Black Eye.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 7.—The most 
remarkable phenomena of the earth- 
quake were reported today from Bo- 
linas Bay, the first inlet in the coast 
north of San Francisco, where the 
violence of the shock appears to have 
been greater than at any other point. 
The earth was split open for 20 miles 
parallel to the shore, and in places 
the cleft was several feet wide and 
apparently hundreds of feet deep. 

John K. Orr, a wealthy land owner, 
bas returned to his home in Berkeley 
from a trip of investigation. He wait- 
ed upon President Benjamin Ide 
Wheeler of the State University, sug- 
gesting that scientists should be sent 
at once to bolinas Bay. 

‘So terrible is the sight in that re- 
gion.” said Mr. Orr, “that I must be 
pardoned for declining to give the de- 
tafls of the destruction wrought, be- 
cause I believe the truth told about 
the damage there would unduly alarm 
people and would help to give a black 
eye to the State.” 

Before making a personal inspection 
Orr received a letter from E. B. Nelson 
of the Nelson Hotel Co. at Olema, giv- 
ing some details of the havoc wrought 
by the earthquake. This letter says 
the extraordinary chasm extends from 
Tomales to. Bolinas Bay, 2 mules, and 
in some places is 300 feet deep. 

© H. F. Shafter’s dairy ranch the 
men were milking when the earthquake 
came. The fissure just missed taking 
in the house, and did swallow up a cow 
in. the yard. Orr verified these state- 
ments, stating that he saw the back 
of the cow, partly uncovered, at a point 
where the fissure was eight feet deep. 

Mud and sand in the bay were thrown 
up into ridges by the upheaval of the 
earth until they are visible even at high 
tide. Sections of the towns of Bolinas 
and Marshalls, on the railroad, are now 
lying in the bay, and the town of To- 
males is almost wiped out of existerce. 
Three persons in this place lost “ir 
lives. The ground in some places sank 
from two to twenty feet.

THE COPELAND KILLING. 


It is difficult to reconcile the findings of the Cor- 
oner’s jury in the Copeland case. Chauffeur Denier 
was held responsible for the death of the girl be- 
cause he was driving the machine at an excessive 
rate of speed and failed to give warning, while con- 
tributory carelessness was charged to the victim. 
The automobile was coasting and was therefore 
making little or no noise, and if it was running at 
an excessive rate of speed and no warning was given, 
it was rather a far deduction to assert that the 
Copeland child was guilty of contributory careless- 
ness. The natural hesitation of a moment when a 
machine rushes noiselessly upon one is sufficient to 
make an accident unavoidable, but hesitation or 
uncertainty in such a momentary crisis can hardly 
be called contributory negligence. The jury went 
out of proper functions to record this conclusion” 

To run a heavy, powerful machine on a thor- 
oughfare at an excessive rate of speed and without 
warning those in its way is criminal recklessness and 
renders the driver liable for the consequences. But 
the verdict. is ample foundation for prosecution. 
The slaughter of persons on the street by speeding 
machines must be stopped. It must be severely 
punished, Excessive speeding should be punished on 
its own account as a menace to the community, but 
when it results in the killing of a human being at- 
tention should be called to its brutality and danger 
by a signal warning.

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OSSIE CLAUDE’S pony fell down just as it galloped on the stage in the 
B second act of “Coming Thro’ the Rye,” at the Century last night, but 
it was the only member of that excellent company that did fall down. 
All the others’ were admirably up to the requirements of the production, and 
the new “song play’’ went with a rush that spelled good entertainment. 
Even “Broncho Boy,” the pony, acted properly after his one slip, but he 
scared Miss Nena Blake, the Bossie Claude of the cast, half to death by his quick 
fall at his first entrance, and she was enthusiastically applauded for the pluck 
with which she sang her song to him after being disentangled from stirrups, 
saddle and plunging hoofs, so that the incident really warmed the house ad- 
ditionally toward ‘‘Coming Thro’ the Rye.’ This proves that an uncertain- 
footed pony can’t really hurt a stage offering if the human constituents are 
up to the mark.

Five East St. Louis Residents 
Took Keg of Beer on 
Outing Trip. 


ORDERED TO LEAVE PARK 


When They Refused to Go Con- 
stable Interfered and Fired 
Five Shots, 


Louis Lestrade of 1824 Market avenue, 
East St. Louis, eriteally wounded, re- 
fuses medical attention. He is at his 
home, having been taken there after a 
Sunday pleasure outing at Falling 
Springs, seven miles southeast of East 
St. Louis, during which he was shot 
in the back by one of the constables at 
the park.

They took a keg of beer in the wag- 
onette with them. 

A picnic was in progress in the park 
at Falling Springs, and the young men 
were asked to y omy They are said 
to have refused, and John Mayfield, one 
of the constables at the place, started 
to lead the horse from the grounds. 

Tom Lestrade, who was driving, 
whipped up the horse, and the consta- 
ble, relinquishing his hold, fell behind, 
calling to the young men to halt and 
drawing his revolver. 

Louis Lestrade was not in the Wag- 
onette. When he saw it start he ran 
toward it, apparently supposing his 
companions were going home. As h 
neared the wagon the constable opened 
fire. One of the bullets passed through 
Burrough’s hat. Another struck Les- 
trade in the back. The others went 
wild. Five shots were fired. 

Tom Lestrade jumped from the wag- 
onette when the shooting began and ran. 
He traveled all the way to East 8t. 
louis. The others stopped and all were 
placed under arrest except Louis Les- 
trade. He was taken, in the wagonette 
io his home. 

No report of the shooting was made to 
the East St. Louis police or to the 
sheriff. Mayfield says that the did not 
intend to hit Lestrade, that he was 
shooting to stop the young men and 
one of them got in the way of a bullet.
